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Peace River. 

Mr. Millport) MoLeoJ, Barrister at Law of 
Si. Amlrcw s C. E., in a letter to t lie Aylnur 
Timer, pivei tin; following interesting de- 
scription of Peace River; its climate, etc. : 

From Ottawa City to Iho western blsoi-c of 
Luke Superior is pluin smiling. The ijntes ol 
the great North West are Pigeon ami Kain- 
iuistiquia Riven. Al Ihe lurmcr (the old 
Nor'weat route, abandoned in 1803), the first 
step is, or recently was, a portage up hill of 
8'.i miles. I have reason to believe, however, 
thai a load liom Lake Superior to ihe village 
ol Saxton, and thence to Arrow Lake has 
been opened for wheels. Tins would avoid 
nil the heavy portage by '.' man-back." lo and 
over the height ol hind where the water 
level is 1(153 leel above Laltn Superior. By 
ihe other route it is only S^T. The ( i rand 
Portage and other long poriagcs to Arrow 
Lake got oyer, all would then be smooth 
water, but somewhat intricate — Guide spe- 
cial necessary. From Arrow Luke tb Rainy 
Lake there are lli portages, but Ihey arc all 
short and easy, aggregating about two miles, 
while the seventeen theiieu lo Lake Superior 
amount to about sixteen milts, with an air- 
line of ubout 45 iniltis. Unless these old 
difficulties of the Pigeon River be now ob- 
viated by wagon road, the route by Foil Wil- 
liam (•'!(') miles further N. 10. on the coast), 
will be decidedly the better of the two. lis 
aggregate portage is, 1 believe, only about 11 
miles. The surveys of the two routes, as re- 
ported, leave the question of choice to the 
special circumstances of the ease. This, at 
the vety threshold, is the principal difficulty. 
The Fort William (present Hudson Bay Com- 
pany route) is a certainty, but a certainty of 
heavy pottage. The other route (tho old 
Nor' west), if the Grand Portage can be over- 
come by wagon, would decidedly be the best. 
To obtain reliable information on this point, 
the s.tlest course would be to steam on to 
Superior City. There supplementary pro- 
v sinus might be got, the bulk, however, 
having been previously carefully chosen 
and packed at Satilt Ste. Marie. From 
Superior City to Pigeon River is loll miles, 
with, I presume, an established lino if 
communication, In the long and arduous 
stretch from I.:ike Superior lo Lake Winni- 
peg, re victualling at h'ort Francis about m d- 
way, will be necessary. From this point lo 
the further end 61 the Lake of the Wood , 
great caution against collision with numerot s 
and jealous Indians that revel in that fine ri - 
gion will be necessary. From Luke of the 
Woodsto Wiuiiipcg lake is a dash ufl(i3 miles, 
descent of nearly dOO feet, with a great nun - 
ber of portages, but all short and easy. A. - 
rived at Fort Alexander, mouth of Winnipeg 
River, if depot ol provisions be not then-, 
strike at once for Fort Garry, buy provisiot s 
and hire a boat and crew to take them to tho 
Saskatchewan along with you. This diver- 
sion will cost probably live days, but it may 
be unavoidable. Winnipeg Lake coast is 
rugged and bare of living. 

Fiom the head of the grand portage, it dis- 
charge of Saskatchewan, to FJdmonton, a 
thousand miles sny, is unbroken navigation, 
easy even to the four Ion beats, which, in 
brigades, annually convey thither to the foot 
of Ihe Rocky Mountains from York Factory, 
Hudson's Hay, the total freight for that vast 
field, with its myriads of every hungry cus- 
tomers. The first steamboat on the Saskat- 
chewan Will find it a richly yielding stream. 
The water of the North Saskatchewan is 
clear, like that ol our St. Lawrence — that of 
the South branch (the larger) is darker, like 
our Ottawa. 

From Edmonton to the Thompson or Frn- 
ser River region, whether by "Leather Pass" 
or any other, involves Ihe crossing of two 
mountain ridges, viz.: Beaver Mountains 
and the Rocky Mountains. The route pro- 
posed is out of ihe general line of travel ; 
but the whole region, from the very gates ol 
Edmonton, is reported golden. However, 
any delay in prospecting is to be deprecated, 
for crossing the mountains is limited to early 
October. Wintering on the cast side at the 
foot of the mountains would be best at Jas- 
per's Lake, or, if possible, at Cow-dung Lake, 
some 1)0 milts In rt her on, and close to the 
Leather Pass. Near it lie .Moose and Cran- 
berry Lukes, the former (Fraser River watrr) 
on the same flat, and separated by only a fi w 
yards of high land fiom the short feeders i f 
tho Cow-dung Lake — Pacific and Aide 
streams thence ,'pring, and actually from the 
same fountain. At any of these lakes, I be- 
lieve, but best of all, at the lower one of Ja - 
per's house, where meal, buQalo, deer, Rocky 
Mountain sheep, &c, may, casually, be ha' 1 . 
Fish, net-caught in the ice, is Ihe staple to 
be looked to. The western slope, from its 
milder climate is preferable for :\ intering, but 
1 know ol r.o post nearer than that ol Thomp- 
son's River, eligible fur the purpose, and Ibi.t 
is a considerable distance Irom the ridge. 
Altogether, and unavoidably, should there 
be delay in progress, this portion of the road 
will bo fraught with considerable hardship. 
However, there is this consolation, that once 
on the western slope, any party can travel 
till fur into November, and by that time 
some' 1 Mining Town," such as Antler City, 
may be reached. There is farming about 
there. So at least I leurn from my friend Mr. 
Allen McDonald, who, about lour years ago, 
left, his plough on the Ottawa for that, his na- 
tive country, and is now raising and selling 
potatoes at 10 cents per pound, and every 
other produce on the same golden scale. No 
digging like farming. 

Turning to tho Peace River route, JT must, 
from partiality to tho paddle, avow a pre- 
ference to it ; for the Saskatchewan, espe- 
cially from Carlton, is one continued strain 
on line and pole-WOrlt, that oulv hardened 
voyageurs arc well equal to. The marked 
feature of this (the Penco River route) is 
that it is easy navigation to t lit) west point of 
the Rocky Mountains and to tlic very head 
of the gold region, to a spot where in every 
direction theie is an attractive lichl for pro- 
specting. A.|so, it obviates horse, which 
means cost and looting in travel. For pro- 
specting, true, horse is desirable, but not 
absolutely necessary. The Peace River is a 
" noble stretch of gentle water " Bowing for 
a thousand miles, with but one short break, 
l|iu Grand Falls," through a forest and 
country abounding in game, These falls arc 
cume distance from the base of Ihe moun- 
tains, and are of about twenty feet. The In- 
dians also, along its hanks, arc of a gentler 
temperament than those of the Saskatche- 
wan, The river ia generally open for nav : - 
gatjbll till well on in October ; and yet it is 
an Arctic stream ! The explanation of tho 
phenomenon is, that the lower altitude of the 
Rocky Mountains, and their wide gups at 
thai latitude, such as that through which tho 
Peace River runs, overlaps their buses, ad- 
mit of the warm vapors of the Pacific. The 
region teems with life —aniuiul and vegetable 
=_-dccr, moose, bears (very numerous), beaver, 
Ac, berries (most abundant) oi various 
kinds, edible roots, and lish. At the same 
litiVc, 1 would in all candor ttatc, that 
" Whites," and that in Whole parties, have, 
from the then Injatidly of ihe Heaver Indians, 
q surly tribe, itiid from other nations on tho 
slope am] northern portion of the Rocky 
Mountains, most misoruhly perished. 1 refer 
particularly to the memorable Clurko parly, 
in 1815, during the old ner'west wars. In 
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1818, a party under Chic! Factnr John Geo. 
McTuvish, whore, late in the fall, suddenly 
here (about 100 miles above Fort Ohjpweyan) 
caught by the ice, far from any post, yet all 
got through. I refer to these varied incidents 
to shew that what may bo death to some, 
may not be so to othern. In uny case, let it 
be borne in wind, a Peace River winter 'or 
mg somewhat Arctic, is ever a long one. To 
the Canadian, aud especially to a Shanty- 
man of our Oltuwu, however, even such a 
winter there should have lip terrors. A good 
axe or two, gun and fishing gear, ice chisel, 
nets, lines and hook?, that is nil he needs lo 
enjoy ihe thing ; but indispensibly evi-r with 
a party strong and hearty. 

As to the other routes, the horse ones Irorn 
lied River Settlement, I know only thns 
much : that though quicker, they are attends 
ed with more cost ugd no less labor and 
hazard— with the advantage, however, ol ear- 
lier opportunity of crossing flic mountain. 
As a man of the Otlnwa, I would prefer ibe 
wafer routes, " paddling my own canoe," to 
the very head ot ihe gold region. True, the 
distance from Ottawa Oity lo " McLeod's 
Fort" is further ihon across the Atlantic; 
but it can be accomplished, anil that by 
thousands of our men of the puddle. God 
forbid that I should advise to any rush enter- 
prise. But where Providence, to particular 
ken, indicates •melioration to the hit of our 
fellow-men, it is, niethinks, but right, yen, n 
duty to forward it. 

in this act, Mr. Editor, let me again dis 
avow any purely personal interest. I have 
none such, save in common wilh all Bi it sli 
Americans, lint with many in this rising 
country, 1 partake in views beyond Ihe mere 
parish limits of our present Canadian Gov- 
ernment, as now administered. We, 1 hum- 
bly hold, arc a people to cover, from Halifax 
to Victoria, three thousand miles, a very At- 
lantis — a Pacific of a wheat field — a Seat lor 
Empire Failing that, and passively suffer- 
ing the deuth-htig of an outflanking Power, 
alien, if not in blood, at least in national 
constitution. We, Britons in America, 
would, with a fatal ignominy, be forfeiting 
our heritage — Westward" to the Pacific, 
and thence to lurthcr India be then our hope, 
our faith, our watchword; and, if need Ire, 
our rallying war-cry. America, 45° and 49° 
North be our's. From the cloud-copped 
summits of the Rocky Mountains, ever, with 
its glorious sheen, float the proud banner of 
our Hires — the British Hag ! standard, broad- 
est, potent, best of Christian, Human Free- 
dom ! So ever may it be ! I Canada No ith 
— Ottawa!— with you, ihe run, is the call.

Amendment of the Franchise Act 

We presume that Dr. Trimble is at last 
about to introduce into the Homo o bill to 
nmend llio Fruiichi3e Act, for which leave 
was given some two or Ibree months ngo. We 
cahoot very well conceive for what object it 
is now bro'agb't in. The probability of hav- 
ing it gassed ut this late stage, even were it 
de-mab.'e. is exceedingly small ; it must tend 
onlv to embarrass the progress ot other mat- 
ter, vyhJch must bo jrot through, i( possible, 
before the close of tho session. But admit 
that it could be passed immediately, what 
better position would tho country he in by 
it? The amendment sought lo be effected, 
we believe, is cliielly in relation to the salary 
given to llio representative of the Govern- 
ment in the House. Under the present 
Franchise Act, which was passed in 1859, it 
is provided "that any member of the House of 
Assembly accepling or obtaining any ap- 
pointment or contract from, of, or under the 
Governor, shall, ipto facto vacate his seat, aod 
a new writ shall immediately be issued for 
another election." Now, although the Attor- 
ney-General has been constituted by the Go- 
vernor his representative in tho House, ye the 
lias not resigned his sent, on the ground that 
it is, tint properly speaking, an appointment 
— there being no salary attached to the of- 
-thougb he receives pay as Attorney 
General. It will bo here seen that Govern- 
ment iiuds a mouth-piece without making an 
nppqjntmont. Thus the object of the Fran- 
chise Act is evnded_ Thus, the Government 
may constitute as their representative— their 
minister, one who has not tho confidence of 
tho people, without his being obliged logo 
before them, a thing contrary to the spirit 
of every truly representative form of Govern- 
ment. The effect of this is plainly seen in the 
conduct of the Government's representative. 
Ho does what he pleases with tho utmost un- 
concern whether the people arc pleased or 
not. With the most unblushing effrontery 
he concepts all kinds of excuses that any man 
of corrimoa sense would know must have 
their falsity exposed in the end. The most 
recent example of his conduct in this respect, 
is the manner in which he staved off the an- 
s roc to the application for copies of the 
Town-site correspondence — noticed in our 
columns a few days ago. His whole course 
ol' acting since, his nppoinlmcnt to the of- 
fice, lias, shown how utterly unworthy he is 
of the confidence of tho publia, and yet the 
Government have retained him. Dr. Trimble 
says ho wishes to remedy this state of things, 
and that he hopes to do so by the Bill he is 
abput to introduce, How then does he pro- 
pose to settle the question, and plac eit upon 
n proper basis ? Simply thus, as we under- 
stand his views : Ho desires lo authorise 
the Governor to give a nominal salary to his 
month-piece, in the House of Assembly, thus 
making the ofiice an appointment, in the pro- 
per sense of the word. Now, th8 question 
comes up : is this the only way. or the best 
way, to remedy the evil complained of? Why 
nmeud the Act by giving a salary ? Is it to 
compensate the Minister for his time and 
trouble ? A nominal salary would not bavn 
that effect. Their refusal to grnnt it in the 
civil list would be laughed at. Were 
the salary more than nominal — were it 
it large enough to make it an object for a 
man to desire to retain it. Their refusal to 
grant it would for the present at least have no 
weight with those in power. The Governor 
hae in his hands as tho representative of tho 
Imperial Government, that which of right 
ought to be in the possession of the Colony. 
The public lands are a source of revenue, 
which upou an. emergency would enable him 
to dispense with a civil list. Until the Exe- 
cutive is utterly dependent upon the vote of 
the peoples' representatives for the supplies 
necessary to carry on the Government, so 
long will il not put itself out of the «ray to 
satisfy them. It is slid on some hands that 
the representative of the Government should 
have some salary to compensate him for his 
trouble ; if .-so, then should each member of 
the Assembly bo paid. If the honor ol the 
ofiice is not suilicient to induce a man to 
accept it without pay how is it that men arc 
generally so anxious to attain to those public 
positions? There -need be no feu r on that 
score! There will be candidates enough for 
the post - . If there is to be u change in the 
Franchise Act, let it be one which shall 
make it incumbent upon any one who is 
named by the Governor as his agent or min- 
ister in die House and who accepts that post, 
lo go before his constituents for their confir- 
mation and re-election. 

No one would be bold enough to ac- 
cept the office who was not sure of ob- 
taining the approbation of his electors. 
The Government would thus, in a great mea- 
sure, bo confined in its choice lo men who 
merited tl.c confidence of the people. Connec- 
ted with this subject is a question which often 
suggests itself, but of which the conduct of 
the members of the House of Assembly 
affords no satisfactory solution. Notwith- 
standing the prolosscd independence ot so 
many fcpnorablo gentlemen, how is it that wo 
never hear of their passing a direct vote 
of want of confidence in the representative of 
the executive ! Are they satisfied with his 
acts, or are they not ! If they do not endorse 
them why do they not disavow them, and show 
their uense of his unworlhiness to hold the 
ofliee? If he is guilty of double dealing, 
shall the Governor be allowed to retain him 
without some mark of disapprobation from 
tho representatives of tho people. If 
they fear to go that length, they are 
equally, to be blamed — they are false to their 
trust. In vain may they profess to be im- 
maculate — to be free from political subser- 
viency — while their course of nction belies 
them, It is high lime that some change 
were made in tho system and practice which 
have hitherto prevailed in our Government. 
Wc are a perfect anomaly among Colonial 
Governments. The people of this country 
have hitherto been treated as if they were 
incapable of governing themselves — as only 
semi civilized in fact. 



various descriptions, and among them the 
precious mclals doubtless will be found. In- 
dications to that eflect are not Wanting. Gold 
it is well known, has been found in [he 
streams both on the Eastern and Southwes- 
tern coast, in not very large quantities, it is 
true, yet suilicient to show that il may be 
found in the rock higher up, at the sources ol 
the streams. Tho search for gold too, might 
lead to the discovery of silver veins, and to 
rich deposits of the baser metals. The mut- 
ter is worth a trial. Experienced miners "are 
now in town who mighl organize an explora- 
tion for a spring prospect of the country at 
tho head of the Cowiehan River and of the 
Creeks in Barclay Sound. We doubt not 
that if any thing considerable were struck, 
the Government would nut adhere so strictly 
to the letter of the Proclamation, but would 
reasonably reward the discoverers.

Mr. Bishop, in opening the case, stated 
that lie nppcared on bcliulj of the ladies who 
resided in the house at which the alleged out- 
rage had been committed and he should be 
able to prove thai the prisoner in company 
with others, went designedly to the house for 
the purpose of annoying the inmates. 

Felix O'Byrne was the first witness called ; 
he said : 1 was going home about 11 o'clock 
last nigt, when, as I reached Mr. Ring's 
house, 1 heard a noise of shouting, and pri- 
sons kicking at the door of a house nn Doug- 
las street, where I know sonic unprotected 
ladies reside. I '.vent over und Saw three 
persons come out of the gale id the enclosure. 
] followed, anil came up with litem at the in- 
tersection of Yates and Douglas strert, 1 
there saw an officer and gave the prisoner in 
cha rgc, 

When hn was arrested, I heard him say 
that he kuow'all about iho "mysterious 

house''— having read about it in the papers. 

I5y the Bench — I saw three persons com- 
ing out ol the enclosure. There wire no 
lights in Iho house. 

By Mr- Donnes— 1 was coining up from 
town when 1 heard the noise; I saw the pris- 
oner in tho enclosure ; 1 Old 
nt the door ; 1 did not see 
standing at the corner 
when 1 heard il ; it was 
not inilhori/.ed lo watch ; 1 tools the course 
1 adopted as any man would have done who 
knew that insult was being offered to defence- 
less ladies; 1 am a married man. 

.Miss K. M, Holmes was here brought into 
court by Mr. Arthur Fellows, and entered 
the witness box. She said; "there was a great 
noise made ut the door of our house last night 
about 11 o'clock, some one knocking at und 
trying the door ; In consequence ol Ihe advice 
of my friends, 1 have this morning appeared 
in court." 

By the Bench — I rlu not know the prisoner 
nt all : he had no business at my house ; two 
Other ladies reside in the bouse besides my- 
self ; we were much frcighroned last night, 
more because the door was tried, than nt lire 
knocking ; we were again disturbed at 3 
o'clock this morning ; some one tried the door 
and the windows, and entered the passage 
at the side of the house ; wo lire almost every 
niglit unnnyed and lrighterie-1 in the same 
way. There is no man living u (he house ; 
we wish very much for these p"»( Ccos to be 
put a stop to ; and 1 desire to prosecute, 

D. F. Martin — 1 was standing ast night at 
the corner cf Fort and Douglas streets, when 
I heard a parly of men coming down Fort 
street shouting and singing " Dixie's Land." 
They paused when they came lo the corner, 
and I heard one of Ibem say, " Now, boys, 
second house to the right.'' They then went 
to the house and knocked six or seven times 
at the door; when one of them said, ''There's 
no good in stopping, there's nobody at home." 
I then saw Mr. O'Byrne and another person 
running alter them, ami 1 followed in the same 
direction on the opposite side of the street. 1 
met the party at the comer of Don-las and 
Yates streets, when two struck across lire 
street anil Mr. O'ByrnC, mistaking mo lorn 
watchman, asked me to arrest the prisoner, 
but I declined ; a policeman then came up, 
and he was given in charge. 

By the Hunch. — I did not lose sight of the 
party from the time they came out of the en- 
closure until 1 met them at the corner, when 
the prisoner was given in charge. 

By Dr. Denncs.— It was rather dark, but I 
could distinguish the outline of their figures 
across the street. 1 cannot swear to the pris- 
oner from having seen him knock ; but am 
positive he was of the parly that came out of 
the enclosure. Heard something about the 
"mysterious house," bul cannot say whether 
O'Byrne or the prisoner was the first to men- 
tion it. 

Officer Ford deposed that Ihe prisoner was 
given in charge to him on Vales street ; and 
that he heard him say, " 1 know all about 
the mysterious house. f have rea l of it in 
the papers." 

The prisoner then made tho following slatc- 
ment : I came down from Mr. 11a 
house, Fort street, with twocompa 
called at no house on tho way. M 
accosted me nt the corner of Vales 
las streets.

Mr. Eii Harrison, the painter, is my 
brother. 1 am a painter by trade; but have 
for sometime past driven a team. 

— Hunter was then called lor the defence. 
11c said, 1 left Mr. [(all's in company with 
the prisoner and unotlier, between tho hours 
of lo und U last night. At the corner ol 
Yates and Douglas streets two of us crossed 
over the street and did not miss Harrison 
until some time after. Mr, Buyley is my 
brother-in-law. I have been ten years in the 
colony. 

By Mr. Bishop — I missed Ihe prisoner at 
llic corner of Yates and Douglas streets. 4 
did not see him again lilt he came home to 
the Springs, lie was in bed before 12 o'clock 
(Mr. Bishop here remarked that the prisoner 
was not bailed out until alter one). 

By Mr. Dunnes — I did not see the prisoner 
go to any house on Douglas street. 

By llio Bench— It might have been half 
an hour alter 1 parted with him before 1 saw 
him again at the Springs. I did not hear 
any one singing " Dixie's Land ;'' and my 
'companion and I loft the prisoner when Mr. 
O'Bvrne accosted him, 

The magistrate here dismissed ilia witness, 
remarking that there was a little mystery 
about his evidence, that ho wished ho would 
clear up 

Philip Hall— List night the prisoner left 
my bongo in company with some others, about 
11 o'clock. After 12 o'oh ek I wuS going 
down Fort street with Mr. Parker In bail him 
out, when we met Mr. Smith at the comer ol 
Blanehanl street. and lie told us lie would lake 
nothing but cash lor the bail. O'Byrne came 
up nnd said that we were the two others who 
had been with the prisoner. Mr. Smith 
threatened to have my licence taken away, 
for allowing person's lo UQIispirO on my pre- 
mises. 

By Mr. Bishop — -I have myself been in 
company wit!: some young men knocking al 
the house in question. We were returning 
from ihe theatre about two or three months 
ago, and one of my companions betted with 
another that lie could gel a bottle of wine at 
llntt house; wo stood outside, and lie was 
knocking at tho door, w hen Mr. .Smith came 
up and arrested him ; f (hen received a cau- 
tion ; I nni a married man. 

Mr. O'Byrne wished lo explain that when 
lie heard Mr. Parke', say that Ir." could go to 
that house if he liked, he had remj -ked " per- 
haps they had been ihe prisoner's com- 
panions."

Comments of tho Atlantic Press on the 
.Removal of McClellau. 

The S. F. Bulletin gives a series of extracts 
from the Atlantic Stales papers respecting tho 
removal of McClellau. From among the num 
ber we exlraet the following : 

Of his disobedience of Malleck's order to 
advance, the Timet says : 

Il was only the culmination of a systematic 
disregard of orders, of a steady and obstinate 
tardiness In the conduct of the campaign 
against the rebels; and of a consequent in- 
uilioieriqy in command, which would long ago 
have secured his dismissal under any admin- 
istration less limil than lluit which has now 
p'osicsaibn of power, The flfto -n months dur- 
ing which l.o has had virtual control of the 
war, have been . t'.erly barren of results to 
Ilia etiusi he has professed to serve. Few 
comii an lers in hislory lia- e had such splendid 
oppuriun t'es. and fewer .-till have so ostenta- 
tiously ihro vn them away. With un army 
capable ul the ino t heroin achievements, 
powerful in numbers, unrnalrd in discipline 
arid equipments; eager always for rictive nnd 
onward n o etn.tit, he has accomplished abso- 
lutely nothing but successful lotreals from in- 
lerior forces, and llic defence of the capital of 
Wnsliiilgt n, which lib should have lo ft no foe 
capable of menacing. Tho rebel armies have 
grown up in his presence, ami by bis tolera- 
tion. Through nil his long career ho has 
lu but one attack nnd w on but a single 
victory ; and that became absolutely Iruiiless 
through his failure lo follew it up. 

We have no ihcory on whioh. In explain 
this most extraordinary failure of General 
MeCh Pan as a commander! or Ih, ! still more 
extraordinary persistence of llio Piesideiil in 
coniimtling tile fortunes of thu war to his 
hands. Geo. MoCleliari has shown loo many 
of the qualities of an accomplished soldier to 
attribute his failure to simple incunacity. 
That be is absolutely disloyal to tho Govorn- 
mcni we have newer permitted ourselves to 
believe. Vol wo think it quite probable that 
his heart has never been in the war— ,ttiat 
through it all he has had hopes of a compro- 
mise which choidd und it. and that he has 
feared the effect upuu cuch a couipro.Tiisfl of 



a relentless prosecution of hostilities. * * 
As a politician, Gen. MeClellan's nvrnpa- 
lhies, previous lo the rebellion, had always 
been with the Soulh. He has believed them 
wronged by Northern sentiment and by Nor- 
thern action. And beyond all question he 
has hope I that a time would come when the 
war could be arrested, and w hen the Sou- 
thern leaders, bickcd by a powerful parly in 
the Northern Stales, would listen to terms of 
accommodation, and that nothing would 
stand in the way of such a compromise more 
thnn u victory which" should wound their 
pride by humiliating llieirui'ins and crushing 
thoir power. 

Tha Post says : The President at the 
earnest request of General Haltcck, has done 
an acl which he has long been unwilling to do 
ply on the conclusions of his own judg- 
ent. He Iras transferred the command of 
Hie Army of the Potomac fioni tho linn Is of 
General MeClollan to those of General liurn- 
side. He has endured as long as he could tho 
persistent inactivity and delay of AlcClella'ti 
— much longer, indeed; than he ought to have 
done— but (biding that he must sacrifice ihe 
army lo another winter ol idle camp bin, and 
with it the best interests of the country, or 
get rid of the general who was the cause of 
ils indolence, he has preferred the latter 
course. McCIellan is withdrawn tu give 
place lo another General more enterprising in 
character and moro energetic in action. '1 lie 
disinterested and patriotic part of the nut. on 
will cordially approve the decision of the 
President. 

Then speaking of the cautiousness and tor- 
por of McCIellan, llic Post adds :— 

Though a soldier thoroughly instructed in 
the technicalities of his profession, and with 
s une little experience derived from his MeX- 
irinn. Western Virginia; and Peninsular cam- 
paigns, he has lacked that eiilhusiusin and 
dish which are necessary to iho great General. 
Culled nt u lime ol unexampled embarruss- 
mcut to take command, the ver. greatness ol 
his responsibilities has paralyzed his effect 
iveness. In his dread of not doing all llia'l 
was needful, ho did nolhins; he tarried a 
whole winler on the banks of the Potomac, 
giving one excuse after another lor the delay, 
until the enemy, Hitch, inferior in number, 
escaped his grasp ; when ha moved lou'ards 
the Peninsula, lie wus many week's longer 
ihun he night lo have been on the way ; h:> 
approaches to the enemy's works them were 
not Impetuous und overwhelming assaults, 
but slow sieges; and the buttles which hi- 
iVoops won, as al Williamsburg and Pair 
Oaks, were fruitless of consequences, because 
of his strange indisposition to pursue then, to 
the last results. Even alter the most splen- 
did and unquestionable success ol life war, 
tha battle of Antielam, fought chielly by 
Burnside una Hooker, when nn tho concur- 
rent testimony of these generals, am! of many 
others, the rebels inighl have been annihilated, 
ihey were SLliereil to escape across the Po- 
tomac. No attack was ordeied ihe day after 
Ihe battle, arid no effort worthy of the mag- 
nitude of the opportunity made to prevent 
ihe crossing of Leo's shattered and disabled 
army. 

The Tribune professes lhat it hnee had 
faith in McCIellan, but that faith faded when 
he held 150,000 brave volunteers shivering 
idly in their tents during a whole wittier, 
though lliero was nothing hut " maple can- 
non lo hinder bis advance lo warm work 
and a glorious victory . It insists that it dries 
not necessarily impeach the loyally of Mc- 
CIellan that tho rebels uniformly speak ol 
him as cur greatest general. What Howe 
and Sir Henry Clinton were lo our revolu- 
tion, he was lo tho slaveholders' rebellion. 
'• He and they lacked not loyalty but energy. 
His misfortune was lhat his trusted coun- 
sellors were at heart opposed lo an unqualified 
discomfiture of the rebels." Their ideal 
bund of Union is a chain around the slave's 
neck, willi a gag in every freeman's in idth." 

. Eighteen Months Ann.- Eighteen months 
ago there was a class of politicians iu the
